That the counteſs of Cork and Orrery 


(though then an abſolute ftranger to the 


ſaid John Charles Newby, except having 


ſeen him at the theatre). ſent a letter to 
him by Mr. Alexander Rice, a box-keeper 


at the Hay-market theatre, which was de- 


lvered to him and the following hint 


tres, to play upon the violencello; (and at 


jt 
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_ wasgiven in the ſaid letter,—** Lady Cork 
will be at home to-morrow morning at 11 
o'clock when the muſic may be brought.” 
That, in conſequence. thereof, he waited 
on Lady Cork, but did not carry the muſic 
of the tambourine dance, or any other mu- 
ſic with him, as requeſted in the ſaid letter, 
That Lady Cork ſent the ſaid Newby 
repeated invitations, by letter, by chair: 
men, ſervants, &c. to come to her at her 
ſaid houſe; but, in order more effectuallj 
to conceal the real intent of his coming, 
Lady Cork artfully wrote her ſaid Letters 
of invitation, as if it was on account of 
muſic that the wiſhed to ſee him; whereas

ELIZABETH CROSS, widow, houſe- 
keeper to the Right Honourable Ann, 
Counteſs of Cork and Orrery, aged about 
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ſworn. 

To the ſixth, ciphith, ninth, and tenth 
articles of the ſaid Hbel, ſhe depoſes and 
fays, That, on of about the twentyfourth 
of January, 1794, ſhe went to hve as 


houle-keeper to Lady Cork, and hath con- 


tinned to live with her in that capacityever 


ſmce: that, at the time this deponent went 


to live with her lady ſhip, ſhe underſtood 


that a ſeperation had lately taken place 


between 2 and Lord Cork, by mutual 
agreement; and they have ever ſince lived 
ſeparate and apart from each other ; and 
his Lordthip hath never, w this deponeat's 
knowledge or belief, at any time ſince the 
ſaid ſeparation, by himſelf or friends, ap- 
plied to Lady Cork to live,with him again. 
Sz farther faiti that ſhe remembers a 
young man's calling once at Lady Cork's 
houle, in Queen's ſtreet, Berkley ſquare, 
and believes that he ſaw Lady Cork , but 


knows not how long he ſtaid with her La- 


dyſhip or whether he made any ftay at 

all: that the ſaid young man was an entire 

ſtranger to the deponent; and ſhe then

forty three years, a witneſs produced and 
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ſaw him ſo lightly, that ſheverily believes 
ſhe ſhould not know him again, if ſhe were 
to ſee him: that, to the beſt of her recol- 
lection as to the time, this happened in 
the courſe of the ſummer of the year 1779. 
That the deponent had entirely forgot the 
circumſtance of his calling, it being a mat- 
ter of ſo little notice; and it was only 
brought to her recollection ſometime 
about March or April laſt,by hearing very 


ſtrange reports had been raiſed by Lady 


Cork's enemies, reſpeCting an intimacy be- 
tw-een her ladyſhip and the young man be- 
fore mentioned.

ANN NEWNAM, ſpinſter, lady's wo- 
man to the Right Honourable Ann, Coun- 
teſs of Cork and Orrery, aged about thirty 
years, 2 witneſs produced and ſworn.

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To the ſixth, eighth, ninth, and tenth, ar- 
ticles of the ſaid libel, ſhe depoſes and ſays, 
That ſhe went to live as lady's woman to 
the ſaid Lady Cork, ſome time on or 

about the ninth of September, 1775, and 
hath continued to live with her ever fince, 
in that ſtation ; and, by that means, came 
well to know her ladyſhip. | 

That ſhe knows Lord Cork, the produ- 
cent, only by ſight; that ever ſince this 
deponent hath lived with Lady Cork, the 
ſaid Lord Cork and Lady Cork have lived 
ſeparate and apart from each other, 
and have ſo done ever ſince the year 1774, 
as this deponent hath underſtood and ve- 
rily believes. That this deponent always 
underſtood and believes, their ſeparation 

was a matter of mutual agreement: and 
Lord Cork hath never, to this deponent's 
knowledge or belief, ſince ſhe hath lived 
with the ſaid Lady Cork, by himſelf, or 
any friend, applied to her to live with him 
again. | 

This deponent further ſaith, that ſhe 
teldom knows what company Lady Cork | 
has with her ; and then only when the de- 


ponent wants to ſpeak to her Ladyſhip, 
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and enquires of the footman, if ſhe has any 
body with her, and whom: that with re- 
ſpect to Mr. Newby, ſhe never ſaw him 
but once in her life; and that ſo ſlightly, 
that ſhe ſhould hardly know him again, if 
ſhe were to ſee him: that the time that 
the ſo ſaw him, was one day in the courſe 
of the ſummer of the year 1779, in the 
forenoon, at her ladyſhip's houſe in Queen- 
ſtreet, Berkley-ſquare, and happened as 
follows: That, wanting to ſpeak to Lady 
Cork about Miſs Montague, the deponent 
(as it is always her cuſtom ſo to do) en- 
quired of one of the footmen if her ladyſhip 
had any company; and was told ſhe had 
Mr. Newby with her : that the deponent 
had heard his name mentioned before by 
ſome of the family, as a perſon who had 
waited upon her lady{hip with ſome mu- 
fic; and, thinking him a perſon not very 
particular, ſne immediately went to the 
drawing room, where Lady Cork uſually 
fits, and knocked at the door, and was de- 
fired by her ladyſhip to come in, which the 
deponent did, juſt by the door and told La- 
dy Cork her buſineſs; and the deponent 
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then ſaw the ſaid Mr. Newby fitting in the 

room, with his hat in his hand; but how 
long he had been with Lady Cork, or what 
ſtay he made, the deponent cannot fay, 
any further than ſhe believes he did not 
ſtay long. 

She further ſaith, That one time in the 
courſe of the ſaid Fantianer, ſhe remembers 
that Lady Cork gave her a note to give to 
one of the footmen to take to Mr. Newby: 
and the deponent read the direction and 
faw it was to Mr. Newby ; but ſhe cannot 
now recolle& whether it was before or af- 
ter her ſeeing Mr. Newby as before menti- 
oned, 

She further ſaith, That thenever; in her 
life ſuſpected, nor had the leaſt ground 
in the world to ſuſpect, that any thing 
Improper or unbecoming, or what was not 
ſtrictly honourable, ever paſſed between 
Lady Cork and Mr. Newby ; and ſhe never 
heard that a ſuſpicion of the kind was ever 
entertained in her ladyſhip's family ; that 
ſhe hath lived with Lady Cork, and near 
her perſon, going on ſix years; and ſhe can 
ſafely ſay, ſhe never remarked any thing 
in her conduct, but what was truly virtu- 
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ous; and ſhe looks. upon the preſent 
charge againſt Lady Cork, as one of the 
moſt unjuſt that ever was. 

She further faith, that ſhe hath - 
quently ſeen Lady Cork write, and hath 
received letters from her to give the foot- 
man; and ſhe is thereby well acquainted

fame perſon; and that Mr. Newby, ſeveral _ 
times mentioned therein, and Mr. Newby, .

are directed, and to whom as ſhe apprehends 
they were ſent, and Mr. Newby whom ſhe 
ſaw as before mentioned, was, and is likewiſe
